Brantley, executive secretary-treas 
urer, Education Commission, re- 
sponded: 

“We would rather go along with you 
than with those who haven't moved 
an inch in many years,”’ he added 

Students had expressed opposition 
to the war in Vietnam and lack of in- 
dividual responsibility in tax support 
of the government. Plugging up loop 
holes which are-used by the rich to 


avoid taxes and negative income tax 
for the poor were suggested. Some 
indicated approval of lobbying for 
legalized abortion. In the area of 
birth control, they agreed that infor- 
mation should be provided for needy 
families. 

Miss Janis Glass, a student at Okla- 
homa State University, Stillwater, 
suggested that the SBC offer protect 
tion for pastors who are turned out 
of their churches for speaking out ac- 
cording. to their consciences. 

Some students voiced their support 
to all suggestions, but most agreed 
that students are entitled. to their in- 
dividual beliefs. 

“The church should not dictate what 
a man be pets David Smith of 
Mars Hill said, “Personal beliefs. 


should have respect as they come 
from a man's oun communion with 
God." 

Students had suggested approval of 
interracial marriage, dancing as an 
activity of the Baptist Student Cen-

pute, the hazards are ever present of 
inhibiting the free development of re- 
ligious doctrine and of implicating 
secular interests in matters of purely 
ecclesiastical concern.” 

The Supreme Court pointed out that 
if the ‘‘departure-from-doctrine”’ the- 
ory is applied to church property dis- 
putes .in civil courts, two determina- 
tions must be reached. : 

First, the civil court must decide 
whether the challenged actions of the. 
general church depart substantially 
from prior doctrine. ‘‘In reaching such 
a decision, the cdtrt must of neces- 
sity make its own interpretation of 
the meaning of church doctrines,” 
the court said. cs 
- Becond, “if the court should decide 


that_a substantial departure has oc-, 


curred, -it must then go on to de- 
termine whether the issue on. which 


* the general church has departed holds 


a place of such importance in the tra- 
ditional theology as to require that 
the trust be terminated,’’ it said. 

“A civil court can make this de- 
termination only after assessing the 
relative significance to the religion of 
‘the tenets from which departure’ was 
found,”’ the court concluded. 

“Thus, 
doctrine—element_of tae Georgia im- 
plied trust theory requires the civil 
court to determine matters at the 
very core of religion — the interprt- 
tation of particular church doctrines 
and the importance of those doctrines 
to the religion. “Plainly, the first 
amendment forbids civil courts from 
playing such a role.”

Warns Ministers On Taxes. 


Social Security Official p

i DALLAS (BP—A minister who allows his church to pay’ Social Security + 
taxes for him on an employe-employer basis may find himself facing many 
penalties and problems incl¥ding the possible loss of some benefits, a top 
‘official of the Social Security Administration said here. _ 

Robert J. Myers, chief actuary for the Social Security Administration in 
Washington, D. C., issued the- warning during a speech to trustees attend- 
ing the 51st annual meeting of the Southern Baptist Annuity Board. 

Myers said when a minister who allows his church to pay Social Security 
taxes is caught, then his troubles really begin. 

First of all, he will have to file correct forms to straighten out his re- 
cord. Then, after hé obtains a refund of the employe taxes he paid, he will 
have to pay the self-employment taxes along with interest and penalities- 
for all the years covered. by the statute of limitations for Social : Security. 
He said a church would also be refunded the taxes it paid for the minister 
during those years. ‘~*~ 

Although-he did not elaborate on how, some benefits could be lost, he did - 
Say: there were various circumstances under which losses were possible. Each. 
case would have to be dealt with individually, he said. 

Myers. emphasized his remarks primarily, he said, to alert each min- ~ 
ister to filé Social Security taxes properly. from” thé very beginning 80 no 
problems could arise. 

A minister cannot claim to be a minister performing the duties of a 
minister for income tax purposes and-then assume he - an employe ofa 
church for Social Security, he said. 

He pointed out that the 1967 Social Seeurity Act changed the status of a 
minister in.Social Security. significantly.

Operates Smoothly, 
Day Of Tornadoes 


The ccealden of Mississippi Baptist 
Hospital’s medical staff reports that 
“Everything went smoothly — with 
yery few ripples,’ on January 23, 
when tornadoes hit the Hazlehurst 
area. ° : 

Many of the injured were brought 


to Jackson hospitals, including eleven’ 


who were brought to Baptist Hospital. 


- The emergency room treated 25 pa- 


tients during the day shift that day, 
which oman apchaamnen: call ‘‘about 
average.’ 

The emergency room has treated as 
many as 16 injured from a bus acci- 
dent, so the influx of eleven tornado 
victims, say hospital spokesmen, did 
not strain the facilities of the big 
Jackson hospital. 

It was not even necessary, said Dr. 
Packer, to send out ‘a call. for medi- 

cal personnel, since “Doctors just 
show up’’ on days when disasters 
strike, and this was what happened at 
Baptist Hospital on January 23. 

“Most of the work we did for the 
tornado victims that day,’’ says Dr. 
Packer, ‘‘was orthopedic in nature: 
and the staff orthopedists, aided by 
general surgeons and others, gave 
rapid and effective service, aided-by 
the ancillary personnel.”
